There was every indication 
that the smiling man knew he 
was, in the newspaper jargon of 

America, “bit- 
ing the dog.”’ 
Premier U Nu 
of Burma pre- 
sented a check 
for $5,000 to 
President 
Dwight D. E/i- 
senhower at a 
White House 
luncheon a few 
hours after the 
19-gun salute 
had welcomed hing at the Na- 
tional Airport. 

Not only did he not want any 
financial aid from the United 
States , . . he was bringing aid. 
To be sure, it was in a good 
cause. It was, he said, a gift 
from the Burmese people to as- 
sist the children of American sol- 
diers killed or incapacitated in 
the campaign against the Japa- 
nese in Burma in the great world 
war. 

This was news... aid from 
Burma. 


It will be most surprising if 
this gesture, so warm and gen- 
erous, does not earn for Premier 
Nu the plaudits of congressmen 
and senators. 


‘News’ 


It assuredly will earn for him a 
great amount of newspaper and 
magazine space. There is no way 
for the American press to avoid 
it, even if they wished, which 
they do not. Premier Nu has 
met the basic and historic defini- 
tion of news. He has “bitten the 
dog.” 

To be sure, this fact was not 
overlooked. One of the Premier’s 
smiling staff explained it. He 
said that by bringing gifts to the 
United States (there were others 
in addition to the check), Mr. Nu 
meant first to express gratitude. 
Secondly, he meant to underline 
that he is not one of the official 
visitors who come to Washington 
to seek gifts for their countries. 

The astute Burmese Premier 
attributes a large measure of his 
success in defeating Communist 
armies in his country after the 
war, in, resisting persistent sub- 
versive efforts, to his complete 
independence, including independ- 
ence of U.S. loans.

All readers of the late Rudyard 
Kipling have always had a fond- 
ness for Burma. The poem ‘“‘Man- 
dalay,’’ though greatly abused by 
baritones after the words were 
set to music, made Burma and its 
young ladies seem romantically 
beautiful and attractive. 


Burma is a small country. Its 
area is slightly less than Texas. 
It is not a rich nation. But it 
could be. It suffered greatly dur- 
ing the-war. Rice was its chief 
export. The population is about 
19,000,000, chiefly rural. Poten- 
tially it is a rich country. There 
are known deposits of coal, oil, 
minerals, and vast reserves of 
timber. The country is broken up 
into deep valleys by ranges of the 
Himalayas and many streams 
make hydroelectric power pos- 
sible in great quantities. 

Premier Nu has made educa- 
tion free up to the college level. 
He has initiated a ‘“‘mixed”’ social- 
ist-and-private-enterprise economy 
and is making progress. He also 
- has a national health department, 
filling an old and great need. 

That he is alert to the problem 
of public relations is proved by 
his $5,000 check. 

One of the features of the Asian 
Communist movement seemingly 
has been that it was accompanied 
by an almost religiouslike spirit 
of sacrifice and lack of corrup- 
tion . . . in marked contrast to 
communism in Russia and Ew.

Are Becoming Routine 


A Pan-American aircraft -recently 
completed that company’s 50,000th cross- 
ing of the Atlantic. All American aviation 
is glorified thereby. 


How fast the industry has advanced 
is evidenced by the dates. Pan-American’s 
first transatlantic flight was made on 
June 24, 1939. It also was the industry’s 
first. This initial flight was made by a 
flying boat. The route was via Botwood, 
Newfoundland, Foynes, Ireland, ,and 
Southampton. The flight often required 
well over 24 hours: Weather frequently 
held up the flight for two and three days. 


Today the record crossing is under 
nine hours. Nonstop planes of the several 
transatlantic lines now schedule regu- 
ll-hour, nonstop crossings to Euro- 
peans capitals. More persons eross the 
Atlantic by air today than by ship. 

We are reminded that President 
Roosevelt, who flew to Chicago to accept 
the first Democratic nomination, was also 
the first chief executive to fly. Presi- 
dent Harry Truman flew routinely. And 
now President Eisenhower has two air- 
craft at his service, a four-engined ship 
and also a two-engined small plane for 
journeys to Gettysburg. 


Jet military aircraft have made fre- 
quent ocean crossings and passenger jets 
are about ready for service.

States and Cities Seek 


New Sources of Revenue 


The Commission on Intergovernmen- 
tal Relations, appointed two years ago to 
study overlapping taxes and fiscal prob- 
lems of federal, state and local govern- 
ments, has issued its report and recom- 
mendations to the President. 


The report is not very specific. It 
recognizes the fact that the federal gov- 
ernment has tapped most revenue sources, 
leaving slim pickings for local and state 
governments. It recognizes, too, that this 
has been necessary in order to carry the 
burden of national defense. 

Georgia and other state governments 
have long complained about the lack of 
revenue sources. The majority of states 
have turned to sales taxes as desperate 
resorts. They have been hard pressed to 
meet the demands for additional services 
in education, highways, welfare and 
health. 

Since 1945 states have had a double 
burden in that during the war years and 
during the depression highways and edu- 
cational plants deteriorated. In addition 
to the great new demands, the rebuilding 
of existing facilities was necessary. 

Municipalities and county governments 
have been hard presed, too. One of the 
results has been constant pressure on the 
federal government for help in fields for- 
merly the responsibility of states and mu- 
nicipalities. This has been especially true 
in roads and education. 

The commission recommends that the 
federal government get out of some fields 
of taxation as soon as tax reductions be- 
come possible, leaving them to states and 
cities. It does not predict when such re- 
ductions will be possible, leaving one the 
impression that the report itself will be 
of small value. 

One thing is sure. Unless the fed- 
eral government does get out of some tax 
fields, there will be more and more look- 
ing to Washington to take over more and 
more responsibilities that formerly were 
state and local. 


Ike Rebukes Congress 
And It Is Deserved 


President Dwight D. Eisenhower's re- 
buke to the Congress that it was letting 
lag a lot of legislation he considered 
necessary, illustrates a political possibil- 
ity of interest. 

The Congress has not passed the legis- 
the President wants and can’t get 
largely because of Republican opposition. 
It has been Democratic support which has 
enabled him to obtain his major legislative 
triumphs.

Drive for Red China Seat 
At U.N. Gains New Force 


One purpose of the Communists: at the ‘‘summit’’ conference of 
Big Four leaders next month is a concerted pressure to lever Red 
China into the United Nations. They might be successful. If so, it will 
doubtless be contrary to President Eisenhower's advice and without 


his support. 


Eventually the United States may be prepared to admit Peiping 
to UN membership. But conditions are not yet ripe for any such 
decision, The administration is most likely to use its veto until more 


“‘deeds”’ of peace are evident in 

Just now the American people— 
much more than those abroad— 
would consider this an act of 
Communist appeasement. Red 
China is still nominally at war 
with the U.N. in Korea. It is 
threatening world peace with prop- 
aganda of assault upon Formosa. 
The Communist ‘“‘peace offensive” 
at present finds Russia the chief 
exponent and Peiping a tail on the 
Kremlin kite. 

But the drive for a Red China 
seat at the U.N. is gathering new 
force. Moscow has listed among 
the four major topics the Soviet 
intends for the Geneva conference, 
“the restoration of the legitimate 
rights of the Chinese People’s Re- 
public (Communist China) in the 
United Nations.” 

The talks India’s V. K. Krishna 
Menon had in Washington this 
week were secret. But it would be 
strange indeed if he had. not tried 


to impress upaqn the President the 


“advisability” of admitting Red 
China to the U.N. Often anti- 
American, siding frequently with 
Communists, Menon told the U.N. 
last October one of the “biggest 
hopes for world peace” would be 
to seat Red China.in the U.N: He 
has advocated this move since 1950. 

Britain already recognizes Com- 


munist China and would favor 
some way of letting it into the 
\'.N. Last year Britain evolved a 
“two China” solution for U.N. 


membership — admitting Peiping 
China and keeping Nationalist 


China representation, but without 
a Chiang Kai-shek veto. The Reds 
would not accept this, nor did it 
meet with American sanction.

It is realistic because it spurns the extremist views of two doc- 
trinaire groups. The report gives no comfort to those whose instinct 
is to solve all problems by concentrating more and more power in 
Washington and those who want to see the Federal government sub- 
stantially dismantled and handed back to the states to do with as they 
wish. Based on past experience this could very well be nothing. 


It is a valuable report because 
tt points to the only practical way 
that a balance of political power 
between Federal and state and 
local government can be achieved: 
that is, by so improving and 
strengthening state and local 
governments that they will draw to 
themselves functions which have 
gone to Washington mostly by de- 
fault. 


While there are some dissents 
over particular proposals, this 
basic, un-doctrinaire, middle-road 
view reflects the unanimous think- 
ing of a 25-man commission which 
embraced governors, senators and 
congressmen of both parties plus 
a number of citizens outside the 
government. As the chairman of 
the commission succeeding the

Out on a Limb 
Over One Tree 


Tree lovers are a marvelous bunch of people. In the aig of 
wanton destruction of trees they become impassioned fighters. 
They have been known to fight and to kill over trees. And even 
in their calmer moments when the life of a tree is not at stake 
but they feel its reputation might be slightly impinged they can 
become quite incensed. 

Last week we had a story in the paper about the saving of 
Gilmer County’s famed “Big Poplar’ from the saw. Climbing 
out on an extremely precarious limb I ventured to write that it 
“might be the biggest tree in Georgia."’ 

Oops, that set ‘em off! 


Tree lovers from roughly 158 other counties have filled their 
fountain pens with lava and are calling me sternly to task. Every 
county in Georgia, even those that were stripped of their forests 
by timber crews a hundred years ago, seems to have saved at 
last one monster tree. 


Many little towns might be bereft of shade around the square. 
The beautiful oaks and elms might have been felled around the 
courthouse. But somewhere in the area there is one mighty tree 
to be lovingly visited, measured, bragged about. ~ 


It’s a wonderful thing the way trees can bring out that spirit 
in people. In fact, it may be the saving of some of our small 
towns from sunbaked ugliness. 

But in order to beat the aroused tree lovers to the draw I de- 
cided to get an official list of big trees in Georgia and settle 
the discussion once and for all.-That’s how I happened to call 
Miss Elizabeth Mason at the U.S. Forestry Service. 


As of now I haven't the list of big trees but I had such a fine 
time talking to Miss Mason I can cheerfully wait awhile to learn 
the location ‘and_size of our forest moparchs. 


Miss Mason, in case you haven't had occasion to call the 
forestry service lately, is what her associates call “‘a petticoat 
forester.’’ She is in charge of women’s activities—and if you 
didn’t know the forestry service had women’s activities you 
haven’t a thing on me. 

I knew the Garden Clubs of Georgia went in for highway 
improvement and the Georgia Federation recently won acclaim 
at the national convention in Philadelphia for its program on 
conservation. 

But I was surprised to know the Federal Government re- 
gards women as important to its big program on wildlife, wood- 
land and water saving. There’s even a small green booklet on 
the subject, ‘“The Southern Woman Looks at Conservation.’’ 


It seems the Federal Government has come around to thé 
view popularized by a national homemaking magazine, ‘‘Never 
Underestimate the Power of a Woman.’’ Only the forestry serv- 
ice says it this way: ‘‘Women can do anything they set out to do!” 


What we're asked to do is to learn the status of the natural 
resources in our state and community and what is being done to 
use them wisely and to keep informed on legislation designed to- 
ward good management of our forest resource. 

Tree lovers who don’t know Miss Mason and her work ought 
to get acquainted. She has practical suggestions for clubs and 
individuals who want to work for conservation. She can also tell 
you why you love that big tree in your town or county which 
is something most of us never bother to figure out. . ‘

Good eating puts a bang in the Fourth. 

And the explosion can be anywhere from back of 
the house: to.... 

The important thing is to keep food to the maxi- 
mum and work to a minimum. 

This Fourth of July spread features a salad tray 
of fresh fruit, vegetables, luncheon meat and cheese. 


TAKE-YOUR-PICK TRAY 

It’s a take-your-pick arrangement featuring sliced 
tomatoes, cucumber, carrot curls, green pepper rings, 
radishes and small green onions on one side. On the 
other side are pineapple slices, halved peaches, whole 
pitted apricots, whole strawberries and cherries. 

In the center is sliced cold meat rolled around 
\chive-cottage cheese to form cornucopias, one-inch 
thick sticks of American cheddar cheese, sliced Swiss 
cheese. 

Set out two kinds of salad dressing. Make one of 
them French and serve mayonnaise to which thick 
sour cream or whipped cream has been added. 

For something very different add a _ boat-type 
sandwich made from unsliced French bread. Equally 
good hot or cold, the loaf is adaptable to any kind of 
ground cooked meat. This one features ham. 


HAM BOAT 


% tsp. pepper

Tea to a Tea 


Remember it’s not neces- 
sary to refrigerate iced tea. 
Refrigeration may cause 
clouding. 

Freshly-brewed tea, cooled 
at room temperature, will be 
plenty cold when poured over 
a generous number of ice 
cubes. If your tea does cloud, 
don't worry. Cloudiness does 
not change the good flavor of 
the tea.
